ALARM IN HAVANA.

Coban Tosurgents Attuck the OIty's Water
supply, Using Dynnmite,

HAvANa, June 15 —The city was
startled and wlarmed Saturday night
at nine o'clock by the noise of two suc-
cessive explosions which shook the
ground for o long distance and were
heard for miles. Consternation pree
valled for n time, as it was feared this
was & prelude to an nttack or a series
of similar explosions. It was soon
found that the stone bridges of Cristina

and Concha and the aqueduoct
of Ferpando Septimo  were the
points  that had suffered from
the dynamite. ‘T'he Dbridges were

partinlly destroved, and the pipes on
the aqueduct,upon which the eity is de-
pendent for its water supply were much
damaged. It cannot yet be stated
how extensive is the damage done, or
how long it will require to remedy it
There is no doubt left that the dynae-
mite which eaused this wreck was
placed by agents of the insurgents,
It has been their determination, an-
nouneed some time since, to cut off the
water supply of Havann and to serve to
make it as nearly inhabitable uﬁ.pmsSI-
ble. The grentest apprehension is felt
on account of the secrecy and effoctives
ness with which the insurgents have
‘ been able to earry out the ontrage.

It is believed the insurgents are bent
upon investing Havanan by eutting off
us much as possible the supply of nee-
essaries, though not by actually be-
sfoging it. All fruits and vegetables
and fresh meats are unprecedentedly
high priced and diffienlt to obtain, and
milk is of the poorest, such as is
bronght in being much adulterated be-
fore it isdelivered. There is much fever,
and small-pox has broken out here and,
| in the unwholesome state of affairs,
| threatens to become epidemic. Many
are suffering from meoeasles and there
is much intestinal trouble among the
inhubitants of the eity, owing to the
poor and insuflicient food. The fail
ure of the water supply under these
conditions is a dire calamity,

Acouncil of Spanish generals in Cuba
has decided to suspend operations
against the insurgents owing to the
ruins,

Gen, Gomez's force of 5,000 was de-
feated recently on the plains of Sara-
toga near Najura, province of Puerto
Principe, after a fight of 42 hours, by
Jiminez Castallano's troops. Gomez
lost fully 700 men. Gen. Goday's com-
mand, which reinforced the troops, lost
four soldiers killed and two ofticers
wounded,

Peyton Wise, chiairman of the commit-
tee of arrangements, concerning this
rumor,  Mr. Thompson is the head of
the southern veterans in that eity,
who, he says, propose to bring a fed-
eral flag with them. “Not only is
there no objection to your people bear-
ing the flag of the common econn-
try in the procession,” Gen. Wise wrote
to Thompson, “but we shall bear it
ourselves It will be found everys-
where in the convention, in the streets,
and in loving contact with the colors
which we bore during the war, and
which we shall bear to-day and ale
ways, not in bravado, or disloyalty,
but for sweet memory's sake, Tell
vour military organizations who will
brine the flag here they will not fizhy
for it any quicker than we, when the
safety of the ecountry s in danzer, and
when its hapor is involved, ™
